m en t an d then v an ishin g, n o o n e k n ew 
where, hav e n o w beeu disco v ered. I "o r 
eight y ears eighty o f these m u tin eers 
hav e been liv in g as mo n k s o n ho ly 
M o u n t Atho s. where, p erched u p o n the 
heights, are tw en ty -o n e m o n asteries, 
fo u n ded by Ru ssian s, Greek s an d Bu l­ 
garian s in the thirteen th cen tu ry . 
Warlike Spirit Kindled. 
Fo r so me tim e there had been fac­ 
tio n al q u arrels am o n g the mo n k s. 
Re­ 
cen tly 1,800 Ru ssian mo n k s, headed by 
an ex -hu ssar o fficer o f the Ru ssian 
arm y , sto rm ed the Greek m o n asteries 
becau se o f a differen ce o f o p in io n u p o n 
certain n ew do gmas. 
These fights be­ 
came so serio u s that the Ru ssian go v ­ 
ern m en t was co mp elled to sen d a ship 
to brin g ho me the tro u ble mak ers. 
On the arriv al o f the mo n k s in Odes­ 
sa they w ere met by a p o lice o fficial. 
In stan tly he reco gn ized in a m o n k ’s 
habit o n e o f the seamen he w an ted to 
arrest In Ju ly , 1905 . fo r mu tin y o n 
bo ard the Kn iaz Po tem k in . 
lie co n ­ 
tin u ed his in v estigatio n s, an d to his 
am azem en t he disco v ered n o less than 
eighty m u tin eers, all garbed as mo n k s, 
am o n g the p eace break ers o f the ho ly 
m o u n t 
The m u tin eers hav e n o w co n fessed 
their p articip atio n in the m u tin y , ad 
m ittin g that they su rren dered to the 
Ro u m an ian au tho rities at Co stan za, o u 
the Black sea. o n co n ditio n that they 
sho u ld n o t be han ded o v er to Ru ssia. 
Fro m that tim e they v au ished fro m 
sight 
They say they remo v ed fro m 
the battleship her treasu re an d w ith it 
m ade their way to M o u n t Atho s, where 
they en tered o n e o f the Ru ssian mo n ­ 
asteries. 
A fterw ard they w ere jo in ed 
by a Ru ssian hu ssar o fficer, who m 
debts had driv en fro m St. Petersbu rg. 
Greek Mo nks Co nquered. 
The n ew s o f the Balk an w ar en gen 
dered in the m u tin eers the idea o f co n ­ 
q u erin g Mo u n t Atho s fo r Ru ssia, bu t 
the G reek s o u tw itted them by sen din g 
fo r help to the ex arch a t Co n stan tin o 
p ie. who in tu rn n o tified the Ru ssian 
go v ern m en t.

heights, 6 .000 feet abo v e sea lev el, the

Panama Railroad Liner Wiii 
Have the Honor, 


S0ETHM.S DISDAINS POMP. 


W ith Other Officials, Without Special 
Ceremony, 
Engineering 
Chief Will 
Board Vessel on Regular Trip on A t­ 
lantic Side When All Is Ready— Ore­ 
gon to Go Through Later. 


Neither the battleship Orego n no r 
the whaler Frarn is to be the first ship 
to go thro ugh the Panama canal when 
th at waterway is ready fo r the pas­ 
sage o f a v essel early nex t y ear. 
In­ 
stead, a regular passenger bo at o f the 
Panama Ilailro ad and Steamship co m­ 
pany leav ing New Yo rk o n a regular 
trip will be scheduled to go to Pana­ 
ma city and will go directly thro ugh 
the canal. 
At Co lo n Co lo nel Go ethnls and o ther 
o fficials will be taken abo ard fo r the 
first trip, but o therwise there will be 
110 attempt to make a great display o f 
the first passage. 
Co lo nel Co etbals himself has insisted 
upo n this plan being fo llo wed and has 
put his fo o t do wn upo n any sugges­ 
tio n o f sending the Orego n thro ugh 
first The Orego n may be the first o f 
the battleships to go thro ugh, and the 
Fram may be the first fo reign ship to 
use the waterway , but Co lo nel Go e- 
thals, nev er an adv o cate o f po mp and 
display , believ es that whatev er ho no r 
is co ming to any steamship belo ngs to 
the Tanama railro ad bo ats. 
No Decisio n as Yet. 
As a matter o f fact, the o pening o f 
the canal will be regulated by the ar- j 
riv al at Co lo n o f o ne o f the regular 
bo ats, so that there will be no delay 
a t the Atlantic end. 
It has uo t been 
decided which bo at will make the trip, 
but the cho ice lies between tw o -the 
Adv ance and the Allianca. Whichev er 
o ne is due in Co lo n abo ut the time the 
canal is ready will be selected fo r the 
jo urney to the Pacific. 
There is to be no o fficial o pening o f 
the canal, to be fo llo wed by its clo sing 
fo r a perio d while mo re wo rk is being 
do ne. 
Of co urse wo rk will go o n all 
the time, but when the Adv ance o r the 
Allianca makes the trip any o ther bo at 
can fo llo w at o nce. 
At the same time the harbo rs and 
do cks at each end, the supply depo ts 
where ships o f all natio ns can get co al, 
o il and fo o d and the great repair 
sho ps—greater than any nav y y ard o r 
shipy ard in the wo rld—will be prac­ 
tically finished, so that o nce the wa­ 
terway is thro wn o pen ev ery thing will 
be ready fo r any emergency , fro m 
do cking and supply ing the requisites 
o f a tho usand fo o t ship to the repair­ 
ing o f battleships o f the nav y . 
The terminal facilities fo r the canal, 
no w under co nstructio n, pro v ide fo r a 
sy stem o f piers at bo th entrances to 
the waterway , with appliances, many 
o f them nev er befo re used, fo r the 
rapid handling o f cargo . 
It sho uld be understo o d that a larg e 
amo unt o f the trade by way o f the 
canal will no t be thro ug h traffic. That 
Is, ships fro m New Yo rk. New Orleans, 
Liv erpo o l and o ther po rts will to uch 
at Cristo bal, o n the Atlantic side, un­ 
lo ad part o f their carg o and then sail 
to o ther po rts o n the Atlantic sea­ 
bo ard. Ships fo r the west co ast o f the 
Americas and fo r the o rient will pick 
up this freig ht and carry it to its des­ 
tinatio n. 
Great Harbor Built. 
At the Atlantic entrance, 
where 
there was no natural harbo r, a g reat 
harbo r has been built by the co nstruc­ 
tio n o f a mo le, at rig ht ang les to the 
canal channel, fo r a distance o f three- 
quarters o f a mile o ut into the sea 
Pro jecting fro m this mo le inland will 
be the g reat terminal do cks. 
A quay 
wall and two piers are being built, and 
space has been arrang ed fo r three 
mo re piers sho uld the traffic demand 
it 
The piers are 1 .000 feet lo ng and 
the ships between them 300 feet wide, 
so that two 1 ,000 fo o t ships can do ck 
at o ne time witho ut entering the canal 
itself.

PUTS FOOT DOWN 


She Will See That Harry Thaw 


Is Protected. 


IN CONTROL OF SITUATION 


As the Wife of the Magistrate Who 
Committed the Matteawan Fugitive, 


Madame Is In a Position to Tell Jus­ 
tice Where to Head in, and This 
She Does Not Hesitate to Do. and in 


Unmistakable Terms. 


Sherbro o ke, Que., Aug. 30.—In Co at- 
lco o k, fiv e miles fro m here, there is a 
little French Canadian wo man with de­ 
terminatio n. Were she to say the wo rd, 
and this so unds absurd, tho ugh it’s as 
true as the wo man herself, Harry 
Thaw, refugee fro m Matteawan, who 
has go t a who le state o n its ears, 
might be in the hands o f Canada’s 
immigratio n department to day and o n 
the nex t day in the United States. But 
Mme. Dupuis has put her fo o t do wn. 
Her husband is Alex is Dupuis, he 
who signed the faulty co mmitment o n 
which Thaw is being held in Sher­ 
bro o ke’s jail. 
Alex is, a retired green gro cer, is 
no w a justice o f the peace. 
Hav ing 
signed the co mmitment he has the 
po wer, acco rding to Canada’s laws, to 
summo n the priso ner befo re him, de­ 
termine that the papers are inco rrect, 
and thus o rder the priso ner released 
whether the priso ner likes it o r no t. 
Ana an o t tnis Justice Dupuis 
is 
willing to do , wTants to do , in fact, but 
madame will hav e no ne o f it. She said 
so and stamped her fo o t as she spo ke. 
No o ne wo uld hav e questio ned her 
autho rity fo r a mo ment, and least o f 
all Alex is. Madame Dupuis spo ke v e­ 
hemently and at length. 
In the end 
Alex is 
threw 
o ut 
his 
hands 
and 
shrugged his sho ulders. 
“Yo u see,” said he, “I a:a helpless. 
Madame is determined, and when ma­ 
dame is determined what can o ne do ?” 
It so unded like a page fro m “The 
Man Who Understo o d Wo men.” 
But 
It was far mo re realistic than that to 
Magistrate Dupuis. 
He twirled his 
black and gray mustache, he walked 
up and do wn the ro o m. 
“Gentlemen,” he burst o ut as he 
slapped his chest majestically (this is 
no t fictio n), “I want to release Thaw, 
fo r I think he is as crazy as a—what 
do y o u call it?—ah, y es, a February 
hare. That is no t all, no , no : I think 
he is a dangero us man. Besides, I am 
o v erwhelmed with mo rtificatio n be­ 
cause the co mmitment is a co mmit­ 
ment when it sho uld be a remand. 
I 
made the erro r, and I sho uld like to 
right it, but what can I do ?” 
There are o nly two perso ns in all 
Canada, so it is said here, who can 
co me to the fro nt and sto p the slo w 
grind o f legal machinery that Thaw’s 
lawy ers hav e started fo r him. 
They are this little magistrate, Du­ 
puis, and the premier and atto rney 
general o f Quebec, Sir Lo mer Go uin. 
The atto rney general’s o ffice was ap­ 
pealed to by William T. Jero me. The 
appeal, acco rding to Jero me’s o wn 
statement, met with no success. 
Representativ es o f the Immigratio n 
department went to Magistrate Du­ 
puis. They ex plained the situatio n to 
him and begged him to ex ert his pe­ 
culiar po wers in the predicament Du­ 
puis co nsulted his wife. When he ex ­ 
plained her attitude the immigratio n 
autho rities threatened him. They ev en 
said they wo uld get a charge against 
him and secure a warrant fo r his ar­ 
rest if he did no t co mi ’y . Again there 
was a co nference o f the Dupuis family 
and again the justice anno unced that 
he was helpless. 
Since then atto rney s representing 
New Yo rk state hav e go ne to Dupuis 
and appealed fo r his help. 
He to ld 
them the same sto ry that he had to ld 
his first v isito rs, namely , that he was 
helpless. 
Mme. Dupuis deliv ered herself o f 
quite a lo ng o ratio n when repo rters 
called. Part o f the speech was direct­ 
ed at Dupuis himself, part o f it was 
fired in quick and bro ken English at 
her v isito rs. 
"Yo u are go ing to do no thing that 
will hurt Harry Thaw,” she said. “He 
Is a y o ung man to who m ev ery wo man 
in America o wes a debt o f gratitude. 
He rid the wo rld o f a mo nster who se 
name was White, but who se heart was 
black. Thaw is a splendid y o ung man 
and if the men wo n't, the wo men o f 
Canada will see to it that he is no t de­ 
liv ered to the wo lv es who are pursuing 
him.” 
“But, my dear,” began the magis­ 
trate, “think o f my duty .” 
“Yo ur first duty is to y o ur wife and 
y o ur co untry ,” interpo lated Mrs. Du­ 
puis, adding half threateningly , “If y o u 
do any thing against Harry Thaw I will 
div o rce y o u.” 
“Bo sto n is the to wn o f my nativ ity ,” 
co ntinued Mrs. Dupuis, “and I kno w 
what co nditio ns are in the states. 
Harry Thaw struck at a mo nstro us 
wro ng when he killed Stanfo rd White, 
and ev ery o ne sho uld be grateful to 
him. New Yo rk state sho uld hav e re­ 
leased him lo ng ago with a co mmen­ 
dato ry pat o n the back. But New Yo rk 
wo uld no t do it, and no w we in Can­ 
ada are go ing to see that he secures

A lo ng successio n o f ingenio us ex pe­ 
riments has recently been priv ately 
made in regard to the effect o f elec­ 
tricity upo n the gro wth o f plants and 
animals, and, acco rding to the Lo udo n 
Daily Mail, it is no w i>o ssible to say 
that startling results hav e been reach­ 
ed in o ne directio n. 
Bey o nd all questio n y o ung po ultry 
respo nd to electric stimulus applied in 
a particular way with asto unding ra­ 
pidity . They surpass the best o n rec­ 
o rd in speed o f gro wth. 
The\ keep 
their health in cro wded co nditio ns, and 
beco me almo st independent o f seaso n. 
In the so uth o f England o n o ne o f 
the biggest po ultry farms in the wo rld, 
ex periments o f this nature hav e just 
been co mpleted. Eight hundred chick­ 
ens in two equal gro ups were nurtured

Of the o ther 400 nearly half died, it 
being late in the y ear fo r healthy 
gro wth, and the surv iv o rs to o k three 
mo nths to reach marketable size. 
This ex periment was fo llo wed by 
o ther ex periments in which similar, 
tho ugh no t as striking, results were 
o btained. Trials o n a y et larger scale 
are being prepared, and there is a rea­ 
so nable ho pe that an instrument o f 
real v alue in the intensiv e pro ductio n 
o f fo o d has been fo und.

NEW KANSAS INSECT IS 
CHINCH BUG’S NEMESIS. 


Pa ra s ite Found W hic h De s troy s W h e a t 
a nd Corn Fie ld Pe s t. 


A bug ex pert at the Kansas Agricul­ 
tural co llege has disco v ered what en­ 
to mo lo gists lo ng hav e so ught—an in­ 
sect which destro y s chinch bugs. This 
insect makes a business o f destro y ing 
chinch bug eggs by lay ing its o wn 
eggs inside tho se o f the chinch bug. 
The parasite has been fo und in ev ery 
wheat and co rn field ex amined near 
Manhattan. Kansas. 
Of 3.101 chinch 
bug eggs co llected between April 28 
and J une 10, 21 per cent were destro y ­ 
ed by the parasite. 
Of 116 eggs co l­ 
lected at Crawfo rd, Kansas. 16 per 
cent were parasitized. 
It is believ ed at the agricultural co l­ 
lege that this is the first parasite o n 
chinch bugs ev er disco v ered. 
J ames 
W. MeCo llo ch. assistant ento mo lo gist, 
who fo und the new insect sent speci­ 
mens to the United States department 
o f agriculture fo r identificatio n. 
Re­ 
po rting after an inco mplete ex amina­ 
tio n o f the chinch bug destro y er o ne 
o f the ex perts in that department 
giv es it as his o pinio n that the new 
insect represents no t o nly a new spe­ 
cies. but also a new genus. Two bun 
dred and sev enty -fiv e o f the new para 
sites hav e been bred o ut at the co l 
lege. 
The length o f the life cy cle has 
been fo und to v ary fro m ten to eigh­ 
teen day s, depending upo n climatic 
co nditio ns 
The co llege ento mo lo gists will co n­ 
tinue inv estigatio ns o f the parasite and 
will determine ho w widely it is dis­ 
tributed in Kansas. 
If it pro v es to be 
present o nly in certain regio ns, and if 
co ntinued ex perimentatio n sho ws that 
it is an efficient destro y er artificial dis­ 
tributio n thro ugho ut the state will be 
undertaken by the agricultural co llege. 
The new parasite is particularly pro m­ 
ising. say s (5 . A. Dean, state ento mo lo ­ 
gist at the agricultural co llege, because 
o f the high percentage o f parasitism 
in the eggs already inv estigated 
An 
insect which destro y s 20 per cent o f its 
ho st is v ery efficient 
Under wider 
distributio n it is likely that these para­ 
sites will destro y a larger per cent o f 
chinch bugs.

Acco rding to Mr. Fairchild, his bu­ 
reau within the last few y ears has 
ex perimented with mo re than 3,000 
fo o d pro ducts, no ne o f which has ev er 
befo re been pro duced in this co untry 
and many o f which hav e nev er bee» 
pro duced befo re any where. 
In o ther 
wo rds, the bureau o f plant industry 
has o ut-Burbanked Burbank. 
The mo st no table success o f the bu­ 
reau. Mr. Fairchild say s, bas bee» 
with the dasheen. which, acco rding 
to the chief ex plo rer’s descriptio n, is a 
so rt o f cro ss between a po tato , a cu­ 
cumber and a Mex ican hairless do g. 
lo o king a little like each. 
The dasheen gro w's to abo ut three 
times the size o f a large po tato . It is 
o blo ng in shape, with queer bumps 
here and there w’hieh might pass fo r 
caricatured legs. 
It is striped like a 
zebra and bo asts a lux uriant cro p o f 
lo ng, co arse hair. 
But fo r all its queer appearance, Mr. 
Fairchild say s, it can be serv ed in 
many o f the way s co mmo n to bo th 
white and sweet po tato es and that it 
tastes better than either. 
Also , pro p­ 
erly tended, its y ield is larger and 
lasts all the y ear ro und. The dasheen 
is no w7 being raised ex tensiv ely In the 
ex treme so uth and has recently been 
serv ed at sev eral no table New Yo rk 
and Washingto n banquets. 
The udo , the mo st successful freak 
v egetable after the dasheen, lo o ks v ery 
much like asparagus. 
It po ssesses the 
adv antage, ho wev er, o f being edible 
either as a co o ked v egetable, eaten 
raw as a fruit o r being serv ed as the 
chief ingredient o f a salad. 
Ptesai is a Chinese cabbage, larger 
than the do mestic kind.

Wash ington, Aug. 30.—Resting at 
h is summer h ome in New Hamp sh ire 
is President Wilson; on th e Ch autau­ 
qua circuit is Secretary Bry an, wh ile 
th e Mex ican situation, so far as th e 
W ash ington end is concerned, is at a 
standstill. Th e nex t move will dep end 
largely up on th e judgment of Joh n 
Lind, th e p resident’s sp ecial envoy . 
Th e p resident h as left th is m atter en­ 
tirely discretionary with Mr. Lind. 
Since th e negotiations with th e Mex ­ 
ican gov ernment again h av e been re­ 
op ened, th e Wilson administration is 
v ery h op eful of a successful conclusion 
of th eir efforts. One of th e interesting 
dev elop ments was th e information con­ 
tained in unofficial disp atch es from 
Mex ico City , th at a reference to p ossi­ 
ble interv ention wras contained in th e 
warnings telegrap h ed by th e state de­ 
p artm ent at W ash ington to all consu­ 
lar agents in Mex ico. 
Th is warning, 
or set of instructions, w*as sent out 
after President Wilson h ad p roclaimed 
h is new p olicy of isolation toward Mex ­ 
ico. 
Th e warning is now being car­ 
ried by couriers to all p arts of Mex ico, 
wh ere inaccessible by wire. 
Th is is th e first time th at th e p ossi­ 
bility of a serious consideration of th e 
interv ention question h as been sug­ 
gested in any official communication 
insofar as is known. 
President Wil­ 
son’s message to congress went as far 
as p ossible in th e oth er direction, but 
h e announced th at all leaders in Mex ­ 
ico would be h eld p ersonally accounta­ 
ble for American liv es and p rop erty . 
Up to th is time h e h as not elaborated 
th at statem ent. 
Indications are th at 
th is feature of th e note of warning 
will stir up considerable ill-feeling in 
Mex ico and may op erate to offset th e 
fav orable effect of th e p resident’s ut­ 
terances. 
It is ap p arent also th at Americans 
in Mex ico h av e been taking th is warn­ 
ing and th e p resident’s adv ice io with ­ 
draw from th at country v ery serious­ 
ly and are making h urried p rep ara­ 
tions to act on th e p resident’s recom­ 
mendation. 
W ith in th e last th ree 
weeks it is believ ed th at 10,000 Amer­ 
icans h av e left Mex ico and sev eral 
th ousand of th ose h av e been assisted 
by th e gov ernment. Th e effect of th e 
turmoil and ch aos in Mex ico on Ameri­ 
cans and th eir interests is indicated 
imp ressiv ely by th e 
statem ent th at 
two or th ree y ears ago th ere were 60,- 
000 Americans in th e south ern rep ub­ 
lic. as comp ared with less th an 10,000 
today . 
It is ev ident now th at President Wil­ 
son ex p ects th e Mex ican situation to 
drag along for a considerable p eriod 
with out any final determination as to 
w’h eth er th e mediation p lan is to be 
accep ted or rejected. 
Th e p resident 
considers th at th e relations between 
th e two gov ernments 
h as been im­ 
p rov ed by th e more recent inter­ 
ch anges. but it is by no means certain 
th at th ese interch anges will result in 
an agreement.
